whereupon an Action enfued, tor the Prince attack- 
ing the Enemy’s Main Body broke their Foot with 
his, tcok their Cannon, and turning it upon them 
made 2Difcharges wich it; but their Left Wing,which 
they bad made to feem lefs at firft than it was, ex- 
tended themfelves afterwards {) far beyond his Right, 
that they might attack him in Flark, which could 
not be difcover’d at ficit becaufe of the uneven Situ- 
ation of the @roued ; and his Highnefs perceiving 
that with 80co Men (to which his Army was re- 
duc’d by Sicknefs,) he could not longer maintain his 
Ground againft the Enemy who were 17 or 18000 
Men ftrong, and who had recover'd the Advantage 
he had gain’d of them, he refolv’d to retire to Va- 
leggio; which he did in good Order, the Enemy 
hot offering to hinder him, as they might have done 
by means of theic great Superiority. Whatever 
Advantage the Enemy had at laft, ‘tis reckon their 
Lofs is greater than that of the Heilians.

[incerted in Tuefday’s Courant] dated the 8th In- 
ftant, bat he did not fer out from Turin till the 1ith, 
becaufe his Royal Highnefs detained him from 
Day to Day that he might fend by him the more 
Particulars of the Enemy’s Lofs, and of his Defign 
to march and attack Chivas ard Ivrea and then to 
enter the Milaneze. Baron Hohendorff made this 
Journey in 10 Days ; he came over the Mountains 
on the Skirt of the Valley of Aaofte dire@ly into 
the Pais de Velais, and thence into Switzerland. 
As he came by Dafitidorp he imparted the News of 
this glorious Victory tothe Elector Palatine, who 
that he might not detain him while he fent for 
fome Prefent, took a rich Diamond Ring off his 
Finger and gave it him. Lhe Baron having pre- 
fented to the States a Relation of the Battle, which 
has been made publick, and din’d with the Empe- 
ror’s Minifter, fec out for the Army to deliver Lei- 
ters to the Duke of Marborough, and defigns to 
embark at Oftcad for England. The Joy occafion'd 
here by this fignal Victory is inexpreffible, and the 
States will make a noble Prefent to the Baron for 
bringing them the Particulars of it. Advice is like- 
wife. come of an Action between the Prince of Heffe 
and the Count de Medavi: The Valour and Con- 
du& the Prince thew'd in the Battle and in the or- 
derly Retreat which be found himfelf obliged to 
make, are very much applauded ; and the Srates 
have refolv’d by a Letter to him bow per- 
fectly they are fatisfied with his Bravery and Abili- 
ty.

"The sth we encamp’d near the Doria, and his Royal 
Highnefs having Intelligence that a Convoy of 1300 
Mules was coming from $uza, he caus’d the Marquis de 
Vifconti to pafs the Ford of Eipignan with the Horfe 
of the firft Line of the Left Wing, and the Marquis de 
Langallerie to pais below Pianefla with the Horfe of the 
fecond Line of the fame Wing, and fo the Convoy be- 
ing then come into the Neighbourhood of the City, 
was enclos'd between them. M. de Bonel who com- 
manded the Guard of the Convoy was beaten , and 
the Regiment of Chatillon intirely defeated ; that Day 
$00 loaded Mules were taken, and at Night the Caftle 

of Pianeffa, into which the reft of the Convoy and of 
the Regiment of Chatillon had efcap’d, furrendred with 
its Garrifon confifting of 82 Foot, at Difcretion. 

The 6th we pafs’d the Doria, and encamp’d with the 
Right onthe Bank of that River before Vianefla,, and 
the Left on the Stura before the Venerie. At Night all 
were order'd to be ready to fight the next Day, which 
Order was receiv’d with inexpreffible Joy. 

The 7th at Day-break we march’d to the Enemy, who 
were intrench’d up to the Teeth, havirig the Stura on 
their Right, the Doria on their Left, and the Convent 
of Capuchins de Notre Dame de la Campagne in the 
Centre ; befides, Lufcinge and feveral other, fortified 
Caflines flank’d their Intrenchment. Our Foot march’d 
in 8 Columns 4 inthe firft Line and as many in the fe- 
cond, all the Grenidiers of each Column in the: Van, 
the Artillery was divided in proportion among the Foor ; 
‘our Right mov'd along the fide of the Doria, and our 
Left along the Stura; behind the Foot march’d the 
, a Horfe, the firft Line in 6 Columns the fecond in Bri-

yey . Never was any thing feen fo bold and terrible as this 
March, the Enemy fird continually with 40 pieces of
